Report of School Committee 


The tollowing report of schools is respectfully submitted : 

Dist. No. 1.—Swmmer. The teacher was inexperienced. She 
was desirous of discharging her duties faithfully, and the general 
success of the school was fair. 

Winter. The term of study was, on the whole, profitable, though 
there were some things that undoubtedly had a tendency to mar its 
success. The teacher, a Normal School graduate, manifested skill 
and learning in explaining the rules and principles of the different 
branches taught. The appearance of the school at its close showed 
that the general improvement was quite good. 

Dist. No. 2.—Summer. Here was found what may properly be 
denominated a first class school. The degree of progress was 
very good, the order and method of: instruction were unexception- 
able, and a thoroughly systematic arrangement pervaded the whole 
school. The exercises at the close of the term were very entertain- 
ing. Several prizes were awarded, and the pupils acquitted them- 
selves in a way highly commendable. 

Fall. The teacher who taught the summer term was employed. 
She was equally successful during this term. It was her third term 
in District No. 2, and she has succeeded in gaining, to an unusual 
extent, the confidence and esteem of the parents and pupils of the 
District. 

Winter. ‘The teacher entered upo. the discharge of his duties with 
the fervent desire of making the term both pleasant and profitable to 
his pupils. A good school was the result, with a little exception re- 
specting some things which, under the circumstances, it was beyond 
his power to prevent. 

Dist. No. 3.—Summer. At the opening of the school, the indi- 
cations were such as to bespeak a profitable term. At the closing 
examination the anticipated result was even more than realized. It 
was evident that the order had been good, and the exercises passed 
off in a manner very creditable to teacher and pupils. 

Fall. This school was under the tuition of an experienced and 
accomplished teacher. The instruction was correct and practical, 
and though the attendance of the pupils was somewhat irregular, a 
very good degree of progress was made. 
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Winter. The person who acted as teacher is a young man of good 
abilities, and he labored diligently to promote the welfare of those 
entrusted to his care. He lacked the advantage of much experience 
in teaching, having previously taught but one term; notwithstand- 
ing, the school fully attained the average standard of success. 


Dist. No. 4.—Summer. This was Miss Mayo’s first essay at 
‘‘teaching the young idea how to shoot,” and she succeeded admir- 
ably. Much attention was paid to spelling and defining, and the 
school was conducted as by an experienced teacher. 

Winter. This was a truly beautiful school. It was all that could 
be desired, being susceptible of no unfavorable criticism whatever. 
Perfect harmony existed between teacher, pupils and parents; and 
the improvement made in the different studies was unusually great. 
For a school to attain that success with which this met, it is necessary 
not only that the teacher should 9e competent to teach, possessing 
unexceptionable qualifications, both in a moral and literary point of 
view ; but also that she should have the hearty support and coopera- 
tion of the District. 

Dist. No. 5.—Summer. This was a model school of its kind. 
The advancement in the various branches was as great as was com- 
patible with thoroughness, and the government, discipline and gen- ' 
eral management of the school were of the first order. That the 
services of the teacher were appreciated by the District was evinced 
by the presence of many visitors, including’ parents and ethers, at 
the final examination. As ateacher of youth, Miss Brown ranks 
among the best of the profession. 

Winter. ‘The term was commenced by Miss M. Etta Nelson. At 
the close of three weeks she resigned her trust as teacher on account 
of difficulty with some of her pupils. Miss Nelson wished to be 
faithful in discharging her duties, and in a school with no opposing 
influences to contend with her efforts would be likely to meet with 
success. The remainder of the term, seven weeks, was taught by 
Miss Florette A. Powers. It was conducted with complete success. 
At the close of the term the examination exercises were unusually 

interesting, evincing close attention to study on the part of the pu- 
- pils, and correctness and practicalness in instruction on the part of 
the teacher. Miss Powers has officiated as teacher in all the Districts 
in this Town in which schools are kept. 

Dist. No. 6.—Summer. This was a successful term of study. It 
was the teacher’s first attempt at school keeping, and although very 
young to commence so responsible a vocation, yet she exhibited an 
aptitude and a talent for teaching which, if cultivated as they may 
be, will win fer her an enviable reputation as a teacher. 

Fall. The same teacher was employed, and the term was equally 
profitable. 
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MoraAvL Support.—During the past year our schools have, per- 
haps, enjoyed an average degree of prosperity. Nevertheless, in 
some instances, they have not received that moral support which 
should be given them. And why is this support withheld ? It is in- 
deed marvelous that any should be found who would not do anything 
that could reasonably be expected of them to do to promote a cause so 
important, one which has so much to do with the success of individ- 
uals and the prosperity of our institutions. If a republic is to be 
maintained for a great period of time, it must be done by educating 
the masses of the people. Education is the very substratum of re- 
publican institutions. On its promotion and infusion depends, not 
only the general prosperity of a republic, but also, to a greater or 
less extent, that of every individual within it. 

Give a community a high standard of education, morally and intel- 
jectually, and then contrast it with, itself when in a state of igno- 
rance and immorality. What a difference in every aspect! As re- 
gards property, there will be a great per cent. of variation in its 
value; for, all other things being equal, property is valuable in pro- 
portion to the morality and intelligence with which it is surrounded. 
With regard to thrift and general enterprise, a proportional increase 
will also be perceptible. 

It is for the interest of all, in a pecuniary view, as well as in every 
other respect, to labor in the cause of education. For any individual 
to labor in behalf of this cause, it benefits not alone himself, but the 
community in which he lives,—tbe Town, the County, State, and 
even the whole Government. And for a Town, a State, or any part 
of a Government to adopt and carry out wholesome measures in be- 
half of education, it benefits, as has been remarked, all within its 
limits. ‘The effect is reciprocal. 

In a Town like ours, with the means that we have, it is not ex- 
pected that we can build such costly edifices of learning as are found 
in wealthy localities, and furnish them as they are furnished. We 
can only do, in this regard, in proportion to our means. But we can 
give our schools a moral support, equal to that of any cemmunity. 
We can speak in their favor; we can visit them; we can encourage 
the pupils; we can take pains to employ good teachers, and sustain 
them. In this way we can, if we will, even with our limited means, 
raise our schools to a high standard.
